WLENING OF THY COBOURG ASD MAK 
MORA KAILMOAD 


The now railway built by the Marmors 
Iron Mining Company to connect their 


works at Marmora with Cobourg. wag open 
od on Thursday last. 


About 200 guests 
left Cobourg tation at reven a. m, and on 
their orrival at ITarwood, on Riou Lake, 
took the boat to the Narrows, on the River 
Trent, thence over the Northern section of 
the road to the Company'a mines. The 
journey occupied til} abont one p. m., and 
aftor inspecting tho works ond witnessing 
several blasta§the viriters ast down to 
substential dinner provided by he Com- 
pany, in ono of the hotels at the mines — 
Tho road ix intended to conneot the mines by 
water communication, and the portion from 
Cobourg to Rice Lake is the old Cobourg 
and Poterborough Railway put io repair 
and stocked by the proprietors of the mines 
| at their ownexpense. ‘This seotion is four 
| teen milos in longth, and reaches Rice Lake 
|at Harwood. The new section of railway 
| is nino miles in length, connecting the minos 
with » point on the Trent river knowo as 
|the Narrows. This portion of the road is 
jentirely new, and has been constructed (be- 
| ginning with the cutting of the first tree) 
since the first of Febraary last. The ore 
being brought from the mines om this seo- 
tion, is dumped into seows at the Narrows 
aud towed noross Rice Lake by steam-tuga, 
a distance of 27 miles, whore it connects at 
Harwood with the Cobourg branch of the 
road. The mountain re Cp on ino 
the west shore of Lake Marmora, the pre- 
sont working extending several hundred 
feet in length, by fifty feet depth of face. 
The number of men now employed in quar- 
rying is 250, and the quantity of the ore 
ranges from 40 to 85 per cent. Already 
some 15,000 tons of ore is ready for ship- 
ment, and will be brought to Cobourg as 
soon as possible. A village is rapidly 
springing up in the vicioity of the mines, 
and on the day of the opening of the road, 
a number of American gentlemen, all inter- 
ested in the iron trade, were present and 
expressed themselves highly satisfied with

Tue “ Brack DeaTH”1n IRELAND.

Portions of food, aweets, eto., left on or be- 
tweon tho teeth during the night, decay or 
acidify, and corrode the enamel, and thus 
gradually injure thom. If the cavities be- 
twoon and in decaying teeth be thoroughly 
brashed out with water at night, and when 
rising, it will add years to their effective 
use and freedom from pain, Most of the 
tooth-powders sold contain an injurious acid, 
which, though it gives the teoth a clean, 
white surface, does it av the expense of some 
of the natural surface. A little hard soap, 
pleasantly perfumed, is the best possible ap- 
plication, Wo would not recommend even 
the finest charcoal, or prepared chalk or 
olay, for, though inert, they wear upon the 
enamel.—Americrn Agriculturist.
